To the inhabitants of the Town of Wilmot in the (L.S.) 
County of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Wilmot on Tuesday, the 11" of March 2003 at ten of the clock in 
the forenoon (the polls closing at 6:00 o’clock p.m.) to act upon the 
following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year; 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Wilmot 
Planning & Zoning Ordinance by adopting the following 
amendments as proposed by the Planning Board: 


A. AMENDMENT NO. 1: The Planning Board’s Amendment 
No. | proposes to do the following: 


1. Delete from Article III, Section XIII the second sentence 
beginning with “There shall” and ending with “business 
permit”. Add to Article III, Section IV, a last sentence as 
follows: “Wells are exempt from Permit fees”. 


2. Amend the Zoning Ordinance throughout by replacing 
“District A, B & C” as follows: 
e “District A” becomes “Residential Zone” 
e “District B” becomes “Village Zone” 
e “District C” becomes “Commercial Zone” 


3. Add to the Table of Uses (Article IT, Section V) the 
following: “Any use not listed above requires a 
variance granted by the Zoning Board of Adjustment”. 


. AMENDMENT NO. 2: The Planning Board’s Amendment 
No. 2 proposes to: 


1. Refer to Gravel Pits as “Earth Excavation”’. 


2. Add “Earth Excavation” to the Table of Uses (Article II, 
Section V). 
e Permitted by Special Exception in Residential and 
Commercial Zones. 
e Not permitted in the Village Zone. 


3. Add the following definition (Article XIII) for Earth 
Excavation: “Commercial taking of sand, gravel, rock, 
soil or construction aggregate produced by quarrying, 
crushing or any other mining activity or such other 
naturally-occurring unconsolidated materials that 
normally mask the bedrock.” 


4. Delete in Article II, Section VII the second paragraph 
starting with “Gravel Pits: No gravel” and ending with 
“R.S.A. 155-E”. 


5. Add as anew Article If, Section VII the following: 
“The Board of Selectmen are the town regulators of earth 
excavation”. 


C. AMENDMENT NO. 3: The Planning Board’s Amendment 
No. 3 proposes to make the following changes under 
“Cluster Zoning”: 


1. Delete in Article VII, section IV-6 after “SETBACKS” 
the sentence beginning with “Front, rear” and ending with 
“this Ordinance”. 


2. Add to Article VH, Section [V-6 after “SETBACKS?” the 
following: “No structure shall be located closer than 30 ft. 
from the right-of-way of a proposed or existing public 
street or from the edge of the travel surface of a proposed 
or existing road”. 


3. Delete Section IV-7 in Article VII. 
4. Delete Section [V-8 (paragraph 2 only) in Article VII. 


D. AMENDMENT NO. 4: The Planning Board’s Amendment 
No. 4 proposes to delete the current definition for Home 
Occupation in Article XIII and add Cottage Industry to the 
Table of Uses (Article II, Section V) which will be permitted 
in all zones. A new Article XIV will be inserted to the 
Zoning Ordinance for Home Occupation/Cottage 
Industry. 


You are hereby further notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Wilmot the 11" of March 2003 at seven of the clock in the 
evening to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Eight Hundred Seventy Five Thousand 
Two Hundred Thirty Two Dollars & Eighty Three Cents 
($875,232.83) necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing 
year. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Eight Thousand Dollars ($8,000.00) for the 
purpose of supporting The Learning Place. Recommended by the 
Selectmen 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) for 
the purpose of supporting and funding the Wilmot Volunteer Fire 
Company, Inc. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twenty Eight Thousand Dollars 
($28,000.00) for the purpose of Phase III of the engineering & 
design of the Campground Road Bridge project. Recommended 
by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enter into a five (5) year lease/purchase agreement 
for a loader for the Highway Department and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twenty Five Thousand, Eight Hundred and 
Ten dollars and Seven Cents ($25,810.07) for the first annual 
payment. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to establish a capital 
reserve pursuant to RSA 35:1 for the purpose of the purchase of 
police vehicles to be known as the Police Vehicle Capital 
Reserve, and to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00) to be placed in said fund. Recommended by 
the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enter into a five (5) year lease/purchase agreement 
for a grader for the Highway Department, and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Thirty Three Thousand Six Hundred dollars 
($33,600.00) for the first annual payment. Recommended by the 
Selectmen 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell any material or equipment deemed to be surplus 
to the Town needs; sale of highway material or equipment to be 
made with the approval of the Road Agent. Recommended by the 
Selectmen 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
Kimball Lane from Breezy Hill Road to Hobbs Hill Road. 
Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to delegate to the 
Selectmen, authority to accept dedicated streets pursuant to RSA 
674:40-a, |. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to transfer any unexpended amounts prior to year end, 
from the Forestry line item into the Forestry Truck Capital 
Reserve. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to accept as a town 
road Class V, a certain portion of property of the Wilmot 
Volunteer Fire Department, Inc., said road to be called “Firehouse 
Lane”. Recommended by the Selectmen 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
following non-binding resolution: 


Whereas, New Hampshire residents pay the 12" highest cost of 
insurance in the country; and 

Whereas, the cost of health insurance premiums for families has 
increased by 45% over the past three years; and 

Whereas, 100,000 New Hampshire residents have no health 
coverage and 77% of them have a full-time worker at home; and 


Whereas, due to these rising costs almost half of New 
Hampshire’s small business cannot afford health coverage for their 
employees, therefore be it resolved: 


“That we, the citizens of Wilmot, New Hampshire, call on 
our elected officials from all levels of government, and those 
seeking office, to work with consumers, businesses, and health 
care providers to ensure that: 

-everyone, including the self-employed, unemployed, un-and 
underinsured, and small business owners has access to an 
affordable basic health plan similar to what federal 
employees receive; 

-everyone, including employers, consumers, and the state, 
local, and federal government makes a responsible and fair 
contribution to finance the health care system; 

-everyone receives high quality care that is cost efficient and 
medically effective, and 

-that these efforts help control the skyrocketing cost of health

ARTICLE 16: “We the undersigned Petition the Town of Wilmot 
accept Kearsarge Woods Road (Town Map 13) asa Townroad. _- 
The road was designed, constructed and completed in accordance 
with Town specifications. The work was also supervised and 
accepted by the Town road agent. John Morse, surveyor, has 
documented this by letter to the Board and discussions with the 
former road agent. We believe the road is currently deeded and 
recorded in Merrimack County in favor of the Town of Wilmot.”

SELECTMENS REPORT 2002 


The Selectmen’s office has had another busy year in 2002. We have had a couple of 
zoning violation cases that were heard in court this past year with decisions that were 
favorable to the Town. These will be completed in the spring of 2003. 


We continue to stay very involved in how the monies that are appropriated every year are 
spent. We have implemented checks and balances to help us follow the flow of monies 
in and out better on a weekly and monthly basis. 


The bridge design for Campground Road is moving along. We have studied the Floater 
Mussels, and now we need to do some archaeological digs to comply with another 
agency before we can proceed any further. And of course this costs more money. We 
will receive an 80% reimbursement when the project is completed. 


The Selectmen are still looking at a couple of different pieces of land to relocate our 
Transfer Station and Highway Department. We are looking for a piece between 5 and 10 
acres somewhere near the center of town with easy access. This will be on the warrant in 
2004. 


We would like to say Thank You to the many volunteers who do so much for this 
community, either on a town committee, town project or a private one. Without the 
dedication of these people, this community would not be what it is today. It gives us all 
great satisfaction to see what can be accomplished when we work together. 


We also want to give a big Thank You to our department heads and employees of the 
Town of Wilmot for all they do during the year. We have a great bunch of people and 
they consistently work with the best interest of the town in mind. 


We need to thank the citizens of Wilmot for their support of town government and 
support of the many other functions that happen in this town. It takes the complete 
package of everyone to make the town work, grow, function, and prosper as it does. This 
all contributes to the Town of Wilmot being a great place to live.

The meeting was called to order at 7: 10 PM on Tuesday, March 12, 2002 to act 
on the following subjects: 


The meeting began with the Pledge of Allegiance led by Moderator, Mr. Lee 
Topham. The Moderator then explained the rules of the meeting and that the meeting 
would be taped for reference. The Moderator then announced that Article 2 would be the 
first to be discussed. 


ARTICLE 2: After the Moderator read the article, Richard Lee made the 
motion to adopt the article, seconded by Mary Kay Huntoon “To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Eight Hundred Fifty Thousand and Seven 
Hundred and Seventy Five Dollars ($850,775.00) necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year”. Selectman Lee read the line item budget, with explanations of 
increases. There was brief discussion. Article passed yes 94, no 0. 


ARTICLE 3: After the Moderator read the article, Mary Kay Huntoon made the 
motion to adopt Article 3 as written. Seconded by Keith Fleury . “ To see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty Five Thousand Dollars ($35,000.00) 
for the purpose of supporting and funding the Wilmot Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. It 
was noted that the new fire truck would be on line in about two months. Article passed 
unanimously by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 4: After the Moderator read the article, the motion to adopt Article 4 
was made by Michael Pelletier, seconded by Mary Kay Huntoon “ To see if the Town 
will vote to establish a capital reserve fund pursuant to RSA 35:1 for the purpose of the 
purchase of Forestry truck to be known as the Forestry Truck Capital Reserve, and 
designate the Selectmen as agents to expend said fund for said purpose, and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) to be placed in said fund. 
Doug Rayno, Fire Warden, explained this money is to be set aside to replace the truck 
they now have. Article passed unanimously by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 5: After the Moderator read the article, the motion to adopt Article 5 
was made by Mary Kay Huntoon, seconded by Michael Pelletier “ To see if the Town 
will vote to appropriate up to the sum of Eighty Seven Thousand dollars (87,000.00) from 
the Equipment Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of purchasing a new Highway 
Truck.” This is to replace a plow truck. Article passed unanimously by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 6: After the Moderator read the article, Mr. Richard Lee made the 
motion to adopt Article 6 as written, “To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Fifteen Thousand, One Hundred ($15,100.00) for the purpose of 
completing Phase I] Engineering & Design costs of the Campground Road Bridge 
replacement.” Seconded by Mary Kay Huntoon. Some of this money is needed to 
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conduct a fresh water mussels survey, question as to whether we need to save one of the 
abutment walls. Discussion followed. Article passed yes 91 no 12. 


ARTICLE 7: After the Moderator read the article Cathy Erickson made the 
motion to adopt Article 7, “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Four Thousand dollars ($4,000.00) for the purpose of contributing towards the total 
cost of One Hundred Thousand dollars ($100,000.00) for the replacing of the current 
playground equipment and associated work at the Elementary School in New London”. 
Seconded by Robin Young. Current equipment is 15 years old. Not determined who will 
do the work. If not done in two years money will revert back to town. This is a 
community playground on school property. Article passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 8: After the Moderator read the article, Don Novak moved to adopt 
Article 8 as written, seconded by Phillip Baron “ To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Eight Thousand Dollars ($8,000.00) for the purpose of installing a 
new well at the Town Hall/Library. After discussion the Article was amended to read “ 
To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) to install a new well at the Town Hall/Library and insulate the pipes at the 
Town Hall kitchen. “ Moved by Doug Solomon, seconded by Keith Fleury. 
Amendment passed by voice vote. Article as amended passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 9: After the Moderator read the article, Michael Pelletier made the 
motion to adopt Article 9 as written, “To see if the Town will vote to establish a capital 
reserve pursuant to RSA 35:1 for the purpose of future revaluing of properties within the 
Town to be know as the Town Revaluation Capital Reserve, and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) to be placed in said fund. 
Article passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 10: After the Moderator read the article “ To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $150,000.00 towards the purchase of Lot 41-6 at 
Cascade and Howe Roads for land preservation in memory of Thelma L. Cuccinello.” 
Motion to adopt made by James Morgan, seconded by Debra Hornng. Article as 
amended as follows: “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum up 
to $150,000.00 towards the purchase of Lot 41-6 at Cascade and Howe Roads for land 
preservation in memory of Thelma L. Cuccinello. Funds to be held in an escrow account. 
If a purchase and sales agreement along with adequate assurance of long term public 
access and a management/conservation program funded by others cannot be secured 
within one (1) year, then funds will be transferred to the Wilmot General Fund to be 
applied to future town expenses. 

The amendment passed yes 47 no 20. 
The main article as amended failed yes 29 no 74. 


ARTICLE 11: After the Moderator read the article “To see if the Town will vote 


to authorize the Selectmen to sell any material or equipment deemed to be surplus tot he 
Town needs; sale of highway material or equipment to be made wit the approval of the 
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Road Agent.” Motion to adopt Article 11 as written made by Michael Pelletier seconded 
by Richard Lee. Article passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 12: After the Moderator read the article “To see if the Town of 
Wilmot will vote to accept Kearsarge Woods Road as a town road. The road was 
constructed and completed in accordance with town specifications. The work was also 
supervised and accepted by the town road agent. The road is approximately 1300 ft long. 
Motion to adopt article 12 made by Donna Sweet, seconded by Joan Osteen. Article 
failed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 13: After the Moderator read the article “To see if the Town will 
vote to authorize the construction of a bandstand on Town land in the area beside the 
Town Office in memory of the victims of September 11, 2001. Motion to adopt Article 
13 as written by Richard Lee, seconded by Mary Kay Huntoon. Article passed yes 75 
no 20. 


ARTICLE 14: After the Moderator read the article “ To transact any other 
business that may properly come before this meeting, the motion to adjourn was made 
and seconded. 


Meeting adjourned at 9:10 PM.

WILMOT PLANNING BOARD 


During 2002 the Wilmot Planning Board held 12 regular monthly meetings along 
with 9 Workshop sessions and/or informational hearings. Office hours were scheduled as 
needed. 


During our meetings of 2002 we addressed 7 minor subdivisions, 3 major 
subdivisions, 2 voluntary mergers, 6 home occupations, and | business expansion. 


The Upper Valley Regional Planning Commission representative, Kenneth 
McWilliams, joined us in most of our meetings and has been a great help for our town 
planning. 


We welcome our new secretary, Tracy Walker, who is a Wilmot resident and 
doing an excellent job in learning all aspects of the Planning Board duties as well as 
keeping up with the increasing workload of the board. 


The Planning Board has achieved our goal of rewriting the home business 
ordinance to be voted on at Town Meeting 2003. This was a 2002 priority due to the 
number of applicants that have appeared before the board for home business. We have 
worked at cleaning up some “loose ends” in our ordinance and some grammatical 
changes as well. We have also constructed driveway regulations, which will go before a 
public hearing, and are voted on by the board to become part of the Town regulations. 


The Planning Board looks forward to a very busy 2003 and has many upcoming issues on 
the table that need to be looked at to best suit the town and it’s upcoming future growth. 
The board has scheduled additional workshop sessions to keep up with this need and we 
welcome all residents of Wilmot to our meetings.

The Wilmot Police Department had an active 2002. Officers responded to calls 
ranging from serious motor vehicle accidents to domestic violence calls with 
injury. The Department went through some changes, most notably the 
retirement of Sergeant Paul “Scuffy” Barton and resignation of Officer Travis 
Richardson. The Department is currently recruiting part-time officers to fill these 
vacancies. 


Wilmot Police Department personnel attended training seminars in Officer Safety, 
Budget Preparation, Domestic Violence, Impaired Drivers and Medical First 
Responder. The Department also adopted a Policy and Procedure manual with 
the assistance of the New Hampshire Municipal Association. 


Through a federal grant, the department received a digital two-way portable 
radio that is compatible with the digital radio in the cruiser. Also through a 


federal grant, funds were received towards reimbursement to the Town for bullet 
resistant vests that had been purchased.

2002 Annual Report 


Kearsarge Area Council on Aging, Inc., (KCOA) is a non-profit organization founded 
in 1992 with the mission of providing needed services and programs for area citizens 
over the age of 55 (and adults who through disability may need assistance) thus 
enhancing the quality of their lives. Its service area includes the towns of Andover, 
Danbury, Grantham, Newbury, New London, Springfield, Sunapee, Sutton and Wilmot. 
With the exception of day and overnight trips, COA charges no program or activity fees 
and provides free membership to all who are eligible. As of December 2002, KCOA had 
approximately 1600 members. 


The past year has been an important one in KCOA’S history. On September 14, KCOA 
celebrated its 10™ birthday with a party on the New London green attended by more than 
200. What was started in a small office in August 1992 by founders Phebe Downey, Julie 
Farnham and a few dedicated volunteers had at the end of its first decade become a 
thriving organization with 300 volunteers managing more than 30 distinct programs and 
services that help our area seniors remain independent and contributing members of the 
Kearsarge/Lake Sunapee Area Community. 


Our programs continue to grow in number and attendance. The Computer Workshop 
remains active year round, making constant use of the 8 new Dell computers so 
generously donated this past summer. Memoir Writing courses and book discussion 
groups are fully subscribed. The Outdoor Recreation for Seniors (ORFS) program with 
70 participants continues to meet weekly for hikes, canoeing, kayaking, snowshoeing 
and, best of all, the enjoyment of each other’s company. The weekly get-togethers for 
duplicate and contract bridge, scrabble, cribbage and other games as well as the crafts and 
indoor exercise programs are all well attended. 


During 2002, KCOA’S volunteer drivers provided more than 40,000 miles of free door- 
to-door rides. All of these trips were important in enhancing some senior’s life. But it 
should be noted that many were critical. The KCOA volunteer drivers were in many 
cases the only means that some of our members had to get to Dartmouth-Hitchcock and 
Concord hospitals for dialysis, radiation, chemotherapy and other vital treatments. 
KCOA is very proud of its volunteer drivers and believes the regional community owes 
them a vote of thanks. 


On the occasion of its 10" birthday, KCOA announced that it had acquired the right to 
purchase the 4,800 sq. ft. office building at 5 North Pleasant Street in New London. By 
obtaining the right to buy this property, KCOA ended a two year search for anew KCOA 
center. In November 2002, KCOA started the first phase of a $1,000,000 Building Fund 
Campaign through which the Council hopes to purchase the building and establish a fund 
for its future maintenance. Early indications are that the campaign has an excellent 
chance of success. The move to these new quarters, planned for the second half of 2003, 
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will allow KCOA to continue to fulfill its mission of enriching the lives of area seniors 
for many years to come. 


KCOA appreciates very much the annual grants by which each town administration 
supports the work of the Council. KCOA also would like to acknowledge all of the 
individuals, businesses, civic organizations and foundations that respond so generously to 
KCOA’s annual appeal for operating funds. KCOA considers it a privilege to serve all of 
our communities and thanks all of you for the generosity that allows us to carry on our 
work.

Report of the Library Trustees 


During 2002, the Wilmot Public Library loaned over 4500 items including 2500 adult and 
1500 children’s books and books on tape and 675 videotapes. Library programs drew 
269 attendees and patrons borrowed from our selection of musical CDs and magazines as 
well. There has been an increased use of the library’s computer for word processing as 
well as Internet access, which Adelphia continues to provide us free of charge. 


Throughout the year, our librarian, Julie Slack continued to weed out and add to our 
collection so that you can’t help but notice changes and additions every time you come 
in. As you enter the library, you will notice that we now feature the current New York 
Times Bestsellers. If the book you are after is cut, be sure to ask the librarian or 
volunteer to call you when it is in. Or better yet, leave your email address. Not only can 
we let you know when your book is in, but we now also offer an email newsletter in 
addition to the Librarian’s Corner available at the front desk. 


In November, Julie notified us, with her regrets that she had accepted a full time position 
as a mortgage loan processor in Hanover. As much as we miss her and she misses the 
library, all turned out well. The trustees had a dozen applicants, interviewed five of them 
and settled on our new librarian, Barbara Faughnan. Already a library volunteer for 
several years, Barbara has fit in like a glove and immediately added her own touches to 
the library and spiffed up like never before. If you’re not sure which of the great new 
books to take home, feel free to take a few moments to look through a few or read the 
local paper in the very cozy reading nook in the rear of the library. 


Our association with the Libraries of the Upper Valley (LUV) continues to allow access 
to more books, audio books and videos, without actually having to purchase them for 
permanent placement in our library. This represents a substantial savings in dollars 
necessary to keep our collection fresh and interesting. As promised last year, we were 
committed to offering more programs to the public and made big strides in 2002. The 
Wilmot Garden Club donated gardening books and presented a program in March — 
perfect timing to allow us to dream of springtime! A new Book Group started in March 
which all are welcome to join at any time. The current book and next meeting date is 
posted and copies of the book are available for loan at the front desk. A Crock Pot Luck 
supper and Simple Living speaker drew a small but enthusiastic group in the Spring. 


For the children, a reading program was offered for six weeks during the summer. As 

always, the school’s Summer Reading Lists and many of the books listed were available. 
Children were encouraged to read as much as they could and kept records for credit with 
their teachers in September. A big round of applause and t-shirt went out to the children 
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who participated at a wrap-up “circus” event in August. Some of our teens help out with 
BookLinks where a craft of some sort accompanies a story. For the younger ones, there 
were summer bedtime stories and a new program, Brown Bag Lunch, was introduced and 
continues to be offered weekly. BookLinks for Elementary School age children is also 
offered weekly and children are encouraged to get off the bus at the library and join us 
for that or to get a little homework or reading done. “Genealogy” in September and 
“Knitting and Spinning” with our neighbor, Julie Morse were our Fall programs. A 
Holiday Open House was held mid-December where we were able to welcome our new 
librarian and share some refreshments. 


Kelly Morse was elected to the Board of Trustees, but will leave us in March, 2003 due 
to a move out of town. Kelly was also instrumental in starting our Book Club and we 
thank her for all her assistance and good humor. Linda and Jay Lambert passed the gavel 
as Presidents of the Friends of the Wilmot Public Library to Maureen Baron, whose 
enthusiasm immediately permeated the group which is off and running with many 
fundraising and program ideas. We certainly appreciate all the Lamberts’ efforts, 
computer expertise and generosity; not to mention their senses of humor. 


We need to thank you all for your patience with us as we transfer the records of our 
collection from the old familiar card catalog to a computerized database. Having 
everything on computer will allow volunteers and patrons to find the book they are 
looking for more easily. A printout will continue to be available for those who prefer to 
leave the computers to others. As always, feel free to ask the volunteers or Barbara for 
assistance any time. If we don’t have an immediate answer for you, we will get it for you 
promptly. If what you are looking for is not available on our shelves, Interlibrary Loan 
allows us to get it for you very easily. 


Our hours, Monday thru Friday, 3-7, Wednesday 10-7 and Saturday 10-12, have 
been very successful, resulting in more library patronage. We can’t thank our volunteers 
enough for quietly, consistently and generously allowing us to maintain 27 open hours 
per week. That means a minimum of ten hours every week is logged by volunteers. We 
are always looking for more help with the circulation desk, especially on Fridays, so 
please call Barbara at 526-6804 if you can help out either occasionally or on a regular 
basis. Speaking from experience, not only will you feel good about helping out, but also 
you are guaranteed to increase reading! 


To our past librarian, Julie Slack, and our new librarian, Barbara Faughnan and all the 
volunteers who help make the library a vital part of our community, a hearty thank you!

Lake Sunapee Region Visiting 
Nurse Association has the opportunity on 
a daily basis to make a real difference in 
our community and to provide services 
that are significant. We try to strengthen 
your ability to achieve what is valuable to 
you through our highly skilled clinical 
services, the caring touch of our staff and volunteers, through our 
technology, our health education, and our support programs. 





We know that home care keeps families together...there is no more 
important social value. We know that home care helps preserve the 
independence of the elderly and prevents or postpones 
institutionalization. Home care promotes healing, provides support and 
symptom management for the dying, and allows acutely and chronically 
ill children to be at home, and sometimes even to continue to attend 
school. 


During the past year all of us at Lake Sunapee Region VNA worked 
to ensure that we carried out our mission to collaborate with physicians 
and others to provide needed home health and hospice services that 
preserve dignity and independence; and to sponsor a work environment 
of excellence for our employees. 


Medicare and private insurance companies continue to focus on 
decreasing costs to control government spending and to keep premiums 
affordable.

In order to deal with this reality, Lake Sunapee Region VNA 
continued to invest in technology that allows us to become more efficient. 
Technology investments ranged from monitoring units in the home, to 
personal emergency response units, to laptop technology for the staff 
that makes documenting care and complying with regulations more 
efficient. We also invested in training our staff to ensure that they have 
the most up to date skills and competencies to meet the ever-changing 
demands in the home. Finally, we partnered with other organizations to 
develop new models of care such as our Bringing Children Home project. 
This initiative links five home care agencies with other providers to 
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develop systems and skills that will allow us to care for very sick children 
and keep them at home with their families as much as possible. One 
father stated, “ your services allowed us to be a family again”. 


We hope that if you or someone you know received care during the 
past year from Lake Sunapee Region VNA, that it was a service that had 
value to you and your family.

The Wilmot Learning Place (WLP) is our town's own preschool and Pre-Kindergarten, 
offering an introduction to education for three and four year old children. The school has 
been in operation for over 40 years! Many former students now have their own children 
enrolled at The WLP. The WLP is governed by a volunteer Board of Directors consisting 
of concerned citizens, parents and a teacher advisor. We are frequently looking for new 
Board Members, so if you are interested in joining our team, please let us know. 


This year, the WLP has 28 students representing Wilmot and five area towns. Our Pre-K 
class is taught by Wilmot resident, and Head Teacher, Clare Morgan. Preschool is lead 
by Penny Ulrich. Both classes focus on alphabet and number recognition, writing skills, 
healthy habits, nutrition, citizenship, manners, cooperative and imaginative play. 


We make every effort to keep our tuition affordable and provide scholarship assistance 
whenever we are able. Through our own fund raising efforts and generous donations 
from two churches in Wilmot, we established a special scholarship assistance fund 
approximately two years ago. In 2002, over $2,000.00 was given out for tuition 
assistance. The Town of Wilmot's past financial support has helped us tremendously 
each year. This support, along with vigorous fundraising events, donations from local 
churches and townspeople, keep the school's tuition accessible to most residents. 


Thank you to all who attended our November Dinner, Dance and Silent Art Auction at 
Eagle Pond Lodge. Your attendance at this event helped us raise funds towards our fit up 
in the proposed new building. We hope to see this project begin in 2003. 


We thank the Town of Wilmot for its continued support of this worthy cause and invite 
you to our monthly Board Meetings held the third Thursday of each month at the Wilmot 
Community Center at 7:00pm.

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Report of the Overseer of the Public Welfare ’02

2002 was a busy year. For those of you with steady incomes it was a good year 
but for some it was a struggle. There were unforseen problems including illness and loss 
of full time employment. Community Action plan was slow to get underway. Due to 
cold nights, fuel was needed earlier than usual this year and the price was high. Call me 
if you need help at 526-6686 or leave a message with the Town office secretary at 526- 
4802. 


To those of you who have helped out with donations of either food or money to 
the Food Bank, I am grateful. The Wilmot Food Bank is located at the Town Office and 
food is available to all Wilmot residents, no questions asked. The hours are weekdays 9- 
12 or on Saturdays by chance. We appreciate donations of non-perishable items. Canned 
food most needed: Fish, Chicken, baked beans, corned beef hash, beef or chicken stew, 
spaghetti, fruits, etc. We have an abundance of veggies. Unfortunately they are slow 
movers. You may drop off your donation anytime the Town Office is open. If you prefer 
you can send me a check made out to the Wilmot Food Bank. I buy needed items. 


I was browsing through the old records of the Overseer. You may be interested to 
know that the most called for item in those early days was SHOES. People grew their 
own food and made their own clothes. Families were large and they needed shoes for 
their children. 


The volunteer project of Holiday gifts for children and families was accomplished 
by Jennifer Lockwood and Debby Brown in untiring and perfect precision. They 
involved many of the townspeople in buying gifts from a confidential list obtained by 
Jennifer, Debby and myself. In all 41 persons received gifts, 29 Wilmot people were 
donors of over 100 gifts. Congratulations to Jennifer and Debby for a job well done. 
They took time out from their busy family schedules to make this gigantic effort at 
holiday time. And a million thanks to the donors. 


The other volunteer effort was Christmas baskets for the needy, the sick, the shut 
ins, the lonely and just about anyone needing cheering up at that time of year. My 
sincere gratitude to Mary Kay and Lee, Tootie Fleury for helping me on Christmas Eve 
morning and afternoon. We traveled to 32 households bringing baskets of goodies made 
by Connie Jordan, Nancy Barthol, Cindy Barrett, Barbara Sanborn, Ladies of Wilmot 
Congregational Church and Brenda Snyder. Many of you sent checks to the Wilmot 
Food Bank enabling me to buy cooked chickens, turkeys, hams, fruits and cheese to 
complete the offering. I love this project and all the people who make it possible. Thank 
you one and all. 
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Wilmot Volunteer Fire Department, Inc. 
Fire Chief’s 2002 Report 


The fire department had a relatively busy year in 2002. We responded to 42 calls 
ranging from medical runs with the Fast Squad, Mutual Aid to other communities, 
chimney fires, accidents and small structure fires. 


In the spring of 2002 we took delivery of our newest piece of equipment. This is - 
an International truck with a pumper style body on it. This truck will pump 1,500 gallons 
of water a minute and is equipped with some of the latest products available. 


We applied for a grant to purchase a new forestry truck and we made it quite 
away through the process but not all the way. We will apply again this year for either 
this same vehicle or for a new tanker. These funds are from the Federal Government and 
we only need to have 10% of the total cost. 


We are in the process of updating our by-laws and general operating procedures 
these have been long over due for an update. We are also looking at our equipment 
purchase needs from personnel gear to vehicles. This will allow us to look at the needs 
for new equipment and the replacement of old equipment along with expected costs. 

This will let us plan further ahead for these major expenses. A set of gear for a firefighter 
costs the fire department about $1,700.00 each. This doesn’t include any hazardous - 
material suits or equipment. 


We would like to thank the town of Wilmot for its support of the fire department 
in its budget requests. We also thank the citizens of Wilmot for their support during the 
year. If you would like to see the new truck just stop by if you see a vehicle parked 
outside the station or contact one of the firefighters to let you in and show you around. 


In closing please be reminded of a couple of safety items. Check your smoke 
detectors to see if they work. Replace the batteries if needed. Either clean your chimney 
or have it cleaned if you burn wood. The spring is a good time to do this because it is 
still on your mind and you may forget if you wait till fall. If you have children or elderly 
people who live with you, have a plan of where you would meet if there was a fire in 
your house such as a neighbors, the car, a garage, a tree or where ever you think it would 
be safe. And always remember get out of the house and DO NOT GO BACK IN.

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2002 Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
& State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Forests and Lands cooperate and coordinate to reduce the risk of wildland 
fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. 
Fire permits are mandatory for all outside burning unless the ground where the burning is 
to be done (and surrounding areas) is completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 
227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire 
are misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $ 2,000.00 and/or a year in jail, plus 
suppression costs. 


A new law effective January 1, 2003 prohibits residential trash burning (RSA 125-N). 
Contact New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services at (800) 498-6868 or 
www.des.state.nh.us for more information. 


Help us to protect you and your forest resources. Most New Hampshire wildfires are 
human caused. Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green 
space around the house and make sure that the house number is correct and visible.

The University of New Hampshire, Cooperative Extension is your local link to practical, 
research-based education to people of all ages, helping them make informed decisions 
that strengthen youth, families, and communities, sustain natural resources, forests, 
wildlife and agriculture, and improve the economy. 


Merrimack County residents benefit from a wide range of Extension offerings, which 
include 4-H and youth development programs, monitoring water quality in lakes and 
rivers, reducing the use of pesticides, parenting programs, land use management, food 
safety, forest stewardship, family finances, meeting the needs of low income families, 
strengthening our communities and developing a strong volunteer base while providing a 
wide range of information to citizens. Extension also offers the public an outreach hotline 
with a toll-free Family, Home & Garden Info Line, staffed Monday through Friday, 9am 
to 2pm (1-877-398-4769) and it handled a total of 1,198 requests from Merrimack 
County residents. 


Extension staff provide education to forest landowners, food producers and plant growers 
that help keep their enterprises profitable, thus preserving open space and protecting 
natural resources. Many studies show that open space helps keep property taxes low, as it 
places few demands on taxpayers for services. Extension also provides assistance to town 
planners and boards on zoning issues related to marketing from roadside stands, garden 
centers, pick-your-own operations, and best management practices fro the production of 
agricultural crops and livestock. ; 


A major statewide Extension initiative, Strengthening New Hampshire Communities, has 
impacted Merrimack County. Extension staff have worked with the communities in a 
variety of ways. Several Merrimack County towns have participated in Extension’s 
exciting Community Profile process. This past Fall a Community Profile was completed 
in Hooksett. A Community Profile is a tool to help community members create a vision 
about what they want their community to be like, and then forms action groups to reach 
those goals. In addition Cooperative Extension provides publication notebooks for all 
town libraries. The Extension currently provides weekly radio spots on WK XL which 
offer information to the communities throughout the County. Extension information can 
also be obtained from the Web at ceinfo.unh.edu. Follow-up support is available from 
UNH Cooperative Extension staff. 


Other community efforts include after school programs, teen assessment projects, 
wellness teams, town office visits, the Master Gardener program, working with town 
officials to make sure local ordinances are “agriculture-friendly” and assisting schools 
with maintenance of athletic fields and landscaped areas. 


The staff in Merrimack County includes nine Extension educators, two state specialists 


and three support staff. Educators reach approximately one of every four families in the 
county. 
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Wilmot Historical Society 


The Wilmot Historical Society was incorporated in 1978 for the purpose of maintaining 
and acquiring artifacts and documents related to the history of Wilmot. Programs of 
historical interest are held four times a year in February, May, August, and November. The 
Society's collection is currently housed in the old school house in Wilmot Flat, also used as 
the Town Office Building. 


The Society's long-term goal is to acquire a building of its own to house the collection. 
The active building committee consists of Don Novak, Maureen Baron, Nola Aldrich, and 
Joanne Bernard. 


The museum room is open from May to October on the first and last Saturdays of the 
month from 10 a.m. to noon or by special appointment. This year we will consider having the 
room open during Farmers’ Market days which are held summer Saturdays on the green next 
to the Town Offices. Historical Site Maps are available for $1 at the Town Office and 
library. Many Wilmot history books are available to purchase or borrow at the library, along 
with tapes of oral history. Members are interested in making more tapes of local history 
since the last recordings were made 10 years ago. 


Barbara Sanborn and Judy Walker continue to assist people inquiring about relatives. 
They provide a valuable service to those interested in genealogical records. 


The Board of Directors is planning an Appraisal Day during the Town's 'Wheel Around 
Wilmot' held in August. Such fundraising activities have contributed to the Society's 
building fund and have been used to acquire and preserve pieces of Wilmot history. The 
Society also welcomes bequests and memorial gifts. Historical Society dues are only $5 
annually per person. Send to WHS, PO Box 97, Wilmot, NH 03287. 


Looking ahead to 2007, the Society is interested in working with the Town Government, 
community organizations, and citizens to provide a memorable and exciting bicentennial 
celebration. Please contact any of the officers to volunteer. It is not too early to start 
planning the year-long event! We would like to present ideas for consideration at the 2004 
Town Meeting, with possible funding in 2005 - 2007. 


This is an exciting opportunity for us to come together to plan and celebrate an important 
anniversary.

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Wilmot Community Association 


The Wilmot Community Association (WCA) is a non-profit organization whose 
mission is to provide and promote recreational, social and education programs for the 
town of Wilmot. The WCA places special emphasis on activities that enhance 
developmental opportunities for children and make Wilmot a better place for raising 
families. Governed by an executive committee, the WCA functions on a voluntary basis. 
The organization owns & operates the Wilmot Community Center, 64 Village Road, and 
the Timmy Patten Beach, Shindagan Road. 


The WCA receives no financial support from Wilmot Town taxes. Its operating 
budget is funded exclusively by membership dues, donations and modest program fees. 


Lively recreational and social events in support of the WCA’s mission are held 
throughout the year, including Winter Whacky Day, the traditional summer Sunday 
breakfasts, the Hawaiian Lua, Halloween events and the Christmas Crafts Fair. The 
children’s summer beach program, offered preferentially to Wilmot residents, provides 
swimming and summer fun under the leadership of a paid director. 


A Proud Heritage: The WCA came into being in the early 1960’s, in an effort to 
preserve one of Wilmot’s oldest, most historic properties. The deteriorating building was 
purchased by a group of concerned citizens who undertook it restoration through a 
massive voluntary effort, culminating in the incorporation of the WCA on October 28.,,. 
1963. 


The current Wilmot Community Center, still the same historic building, is a 4,000 
square foot facility housing meeting rooms, a kitchen, storage room and small bathroom 
on the first floor. On the second floor is a multifuncion room that includes a small stage 
for theatrical performances. Outside, there is a tennis and basketball court plus a 
playground. The building serves as the primary indoor function site for WCA programs. 
In addition, it is leased at no or low cost to various Wilmot organizations, including the 
American Legion Post #40, the Wilmot Learning Place, the Kearsarge Mountain Food 
Cooperative, Alcoholics Anonymous, the Wilmot Garden Club and various hobby and 
education clubs and classes. 


Wilmot residents have expressed strong interest in expanding the WCA’s 
programs and activities. Sadly, the current building has deteriorated to the point where 
even existing, let alone future, programs are threatened. Unfortunately, renovation of the 
existing building is not an economically sensible solution. 


An Exciting Future: True to the “can-do” spirit for which Wilmot is known, the 
WCA, along with representatives of several other Wilmot organizations, are collaborating 
on plans to rebuild the facility. The goal is a Community Center that will reproduce the 
historical appearance of the existing building, and provide a safe, practical space for 
future programs. 
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Several informational meetings have been held to educate the public about this 
project. At the end of January 2003, approximately half of the necessary funds have been 
raised or pledged, but we will need your help in completing this project for the benefit of 
all Wilmot townspeople. A public fundraising campaign is scheduled to begin early in 
2003, and committee planning efforts are ongoing. Please help in any way you can.
